Character- 
istic of a leader who has litt 
tle respect for the people, 
Hoffman began his speach in a 
burst of alienating rhetoric: 
after taking hold of the mike 
he paused, surveying the room, 
and said, "Man, this is beau- 
tiful, the Woodstock Nation is

We were having trouble making ends meet on 
the piddling checks we've, been getting from 
the welfare pigs, so we decided to print this 
cheap way to stay high as a public service to 
all the dependants of the state: homemade 
beer for 10€ a quart. 


Get together: 

1 10-12 gallon crock or plastic garbage can 

1 Beer Hydrometer (from a Brewer's supply 
or scientific supply house) 

1 bottle capper 

1 length rubber siphon hose 

lotsa bottle caps 

lotsa empty beer bottles 


First: 
To produce approximately ten gallons of home- 
brew beer, fill thë crock or garbage can with 
10 gallons of Genuine Water. 
Two rules governing the strength of beer: 
1. One pound of sugar produces one per cent 
of alcoholic content. ( 


ive. pounds of sugar x 10 = % alcohol 
gallons of water : 
2. Don't exceed 10 pounds of sugar in ten 


gallons of water (10% alcoholic content)

Dissolve the syrup (which you can 
at most supermarkets) in the sugar-water. 
Finally: 
1 pkg. yeast (any yeast) from the supermar-

ket. YeastS die if they get too hot or too 

cold. Keep the crock at about 75-95 degrees F. 

Warm it with a 100 watt light bulb suspended 6" 
above your container if necessary. 

If the yeasts take, you will be rewarded 
in a day or two with a nice bubbly froth at 
the top. If you can't get any bubbles, adjust 
the temperature of the crock and throw in an- 
other package of yeast. Check the beer daily 
with your hydrometer. When the alochol content 
gets to within % of 1% of the final expected 
alcohol content you are ready to bottle. 

Siphon the beer into the bottles. Be care- 
ful not to siphon in any froth from the top 
Abandon siphoning when you .reach- the last 2 
inches or so of the crock.
